ALDERMANIC ELECTION TODAY. 

Those men who will be chosen Aldermen 
at today’s municipal electon will have more 
to do with the personal comfort and physical 
well-being of the citizens of Chicago than all 
the members of the Legislature or Cotigress 
that they may be calied on to choose ina 
dozen years. It is to their little municipal 
officers that they must look for the protec 
tion of their property from fire and of their 
goods and their persons from robbers. It is 
to them they must look for clean streets and 
alleys, for sewers, for air which shall be free 
from soot and the fumes of sulphur, for san- 
itary protection, and for wholesome drinking 
water. They must get the sanction of an 
officer of the municipality before they can 
build a home, and they cannot even be 
buried without a certificate from the mu- 
nicipal health office. The Aldermen to be 
chosen today will determine what the city 
taxes shall be, how they shali be expended, 
and whether they shall be wasted or useful- 
ly applied. Therefore, if voters are inter- 
ested in any of the things mentioned above, 
they ought to go to the polis aad vote for the 
honestest and most competent men. If they 
do not it shows that they are indifferent to 
cleanliness and heaith and rather prefer 
dirty streets and alleys, foul air, polluted 
water, and boodling. The Aldermen to be 
elected today will have much todo with get- 
ting the city in readiness for the World’s 
Far. Shali that delicate and important duty 
be intrusted to saloonkeepers and bummers, 
who look on the Fair simply as something 
outof which they may be abie to squeeze 
some revenue? 

It 1s often necessary for a citizen to call on 
his Alderman, to ask him to present a peti- 
tion, to get through some water-pipe, gas- 
lamp, or street-paving ordinance, or to use 
his influence to make scavengers and other 
city employés attend to their business. Most 
Chicagoans prefer not to be obliged to go to 
a saloon or a barrel-house to find their rep- 
resentative. They dislike to mingle with the 


crowds of ioafers that haunt such places or | 


to cali out the reluctant “ City Father” from 
behind the bar, where he is serving rotgut. 
But if they do not go to the polls today and 
vote for the best men the Council will be 
filled with those whose only school in the 
arts of local government has been the 
whisky shop. Evenif the Chicagoan does 
not object personally to a saloonkeeping 
Alderman he ought to take some pride in the 
city, and to blush at the thought that when 
distinguished strangers come here from 
other parts of this country or from foreign 
lands they find that the official representa- 
tives of the city are chiefly iiliterate, un- 
couth, coarse-mannered, and boorish rum- 
sellers. 


THE COUNCIL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The City Council passed the annual ap- 
propriaton bill vesterday, retaining the item 
of $150,000 for the addituonal pumping works 
at Bridgeport as recommended by Tue Tris- 
UNE, the Herald, and she News, It was feared 
that the boodie Aldermen would strike out 
this provision of the bill in order to get more 
money to spend on extra salaries and useless 
officials. The influence of the honest mem- 
bers and the impending election controlled. 
Many of the boodiers were out “hustling” 
in their various wards where their reélec- 
tion is seriously threatened and that helped 
to save the appropriation. 

Under the leadership of Ald. Dixon, the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, the 
recommendations as made by the Committee 
of the Whole were cut down §$180,- 
000 and the appropriation is thus kept 
within the limit of taxation. In order 
to carry this out the Council was 
compelled to inaugurate some reforms. 
The utterly useless sidewalk inspector- 
ships were abolished, and the police- 
men hereafter will attend to the duties 
which the leeches who held those jobs made 
a flimay pretense of performing. The mock- 
ery of maintaining two Smoke Inspectors 
who never inspected has been abandoned. 
No appropriution is made for such good-for- 
nothing officers for this year. Mayor Cre- 
gier gets only 100 additional policemen, 
though he asked for 200. The boodle gang 
Aldermen made desperate efforts to provide 
the money for this useless addition to the 
force. Some salaries that bad been increased 
without good reason were restored to the old 
figures, which are plenty high enough. 

The Council on the whole did pretty well, 
which was due tothe exertions of Ald. 
Dixon, O’ Neill, Ernst, and Cullerton of the 
Finance Committee. It could-have done bet- 
ter by abolishing the wholly useless sanitary 
police and having the regular policemen iook 
after the business. It did mare than was 
hoped for, however, and the appropriation as 
a whole is fairly satisfactory.

THE SYSTEM OF ASSESSING CANDIDATES. 

The Republicans and independents of the 
Twenty-third Ward have selected as their 
candidate for Aiderman a business-man who 
does not wantto run and has been forced 
into the field against his protests. His sup- 
porters have determined that under these 
circumstances it would be unfair to levy an 
assessmenton him for campaign purposes. 
They have therefore raised among them- 
selves the amount of money which was 
needed, and whether their candidate wins or 
loses it will not cost him acent. — 

There arein the Twenty-third Ward fifteen 
precincts, and the expenses of the campaign 
are figured on a basis of a little over a hua- 
dred dollars for each of them.| A good share 
of the money is used for the pay of ticket- 
peddiers and ballot-box guards. For much 
of this money an equivalent is never received. 
The ticket-peadler sometimes selis out to the 
other side or gets drunk and useless early 
in the day. The precinct captain often pock- 
ets his share of the cash, and then immedi- 
ately joses interest in the-contest. No sandy 
desert sucks in rain as greedily as the aver- 
age ward worker does money, ana neither 
makes a decent return for what is received. 
The rapacity of tnose who work politics for 
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dishonest in order-to do it. The Alderman 
who under owner circumstances might keep 
he takes to boodling, with the plea that be is 
only getting his own back again. But he 
never stops after he has gotten it. The pres- 


ent election system therefore offers a pre- 


mium for dishonesty. 

The adop of the Australian voting 
system wiil do much to cure these evils, for 
it will free candidates from the bulk of the 
ante-election taxes now levied on them. It 
will do away with the necessity of paying 
ticket-peddiers and guards and of printing 
and distributing tickets. The legitimate ex- 
penses of a sliseie will be cut down to & 
smalifigure. If a candidate chooses to scat- 
ter money in the whisky shops and to sub- 


sidize the salopnkeepers it is his own affair. 


If he is a man whoistrying to break into 
the Council to get rich, he will do it. If heis 
a decent man he will not, and po campaign 
committee can force money out of him for 
such a purpose. 

The present vicious system which forces 
men to buy their offices, and tempts them to 
get back by ililicit means what those offices 
cost them, should not be suffered to outlast

LIFE-INSURANCE EXAMINATIONS. 

Some of the English life-insurance com- 
panies are leading the way to what promises 
to be a great change in methods, if not an 
important reform. They propose to give the 
applicant for insurance the option of dis- 
pensing with the medical examination -that 
for many years has formed a prominent 
feature of the business, and is felt by not a 
few to have developed into a nuisance, the 
objections to which far outweigh its ad- 
vantages. The system of questioning has 
gradually grown up from a simple ove to a 
minute inquiry into topics which have only 
@ remote connection with the matter at issue, 
and often cause great embarrassment to 
the postulant. He is now required not only 
to submit to a close scrutiny of his phys- 
ical condition by an alleged medical expert, 
but is also obliged to tell all about bis parents 
and their ancestors. He must make a report 
of their habits, and mentai defects as well 
as bodily, if he knows them to have had any, 
and is held responsible for the concealment 
of any fact in such connection which may 
afterwards be supposed to have any bearing 
on the actual valueof the lifeinsured. The 
risk of loss to his family from this cause, 
after he has paid his premiums for perhaps 
a long course of years and been removed by 
death beyond the possibility of protecting 
them, may well act asa hindrance to assum- 
ing the responsibility involved in agreeing 
to become an annual contributor to the treas- 
ury of a company, no matter now sound its 
financial status may be. 

The new plan does not entirely dispense 
with the medical staff. The applicant for 
insurance may be perfectly willing to under- 
go @ strict examination, knowing of nothing 
which he desires to conceal. If be, prefer to 
dispense with this ordeal he is insured, with 
the proviso that if he die within the next five 
years all premiums paid will be returned 
with compound interest at 5 per cent. Of 
course, this is not insurance in the ordinary 
sense of the word, but it protects him from 
loss while furnishing a shield against undue 
loss ty the company, as it is believed that the 
benefit arising from aseiecuon of lives runs 
out in about the time named. After the exe 
piration of that period heis allowed to con- 
tinve the policy without change of premium 


‘a8 @n ordinary one with profits from the be- 


ginning, or he may elect to pay a higher 
premium, which will continue the policy as 
an endowment insurance, payable either at 
death or in twenty years from the date of is- 
sue, as may be preferred. 

As this plan has received the Indorsement 
of some of the highest insurance authorities 
on the other side of the Atiantic, being pro- 
nounced perfectly safe as wellas attractive, 
its consideration may well be pressed upon 
the attention of those here who have long 
sighed over the growing difficulty of extend- 
ing their lists in the face of increasing com- 
petition. Ifit be true in England, as al- 
leged, that many thousands are deterred 
there by the close scrutiny demanded at the 
portais of the insurance edifice, it is much 
more hkely to be soin this country, where 
family records cannot be so easily hunted up 
and the changes incident to settling a new 
country put itoutof the power of not a few 
to answer some of the questions, though 
they honestly wish to do so. The reform is 
all the more likely to become popular, as 
there isa growing conviction that the ex- 
aminations fail to give satisfactory results in 
alarge number of cases. They have been 
rejected ‘“‘for cause” and found to outlive 
the average of those accepted as good risks. 
There is no good réason why the loss of so 
much protitabie business. in the past should 
constitute a precedent that cannot be de- 
parted from, and the rule continue to 
govern long after it has been demonstrated 


to be an unwise one.

THE TAX ON ART. 

The annouacement that the Ways and 
Means Committee has decided to place paint- 
ings and statuary upon the free list will be 
received with pleasure by the country at 
large, and by artists in particular, not un- 
mingled with anxiety, however, lest the com- 
mittee at the last moment shall reverse its 
decision, as it has done once before, and allow 
the outrageous and barbarous 30 per cent 
duty to stand. A few demagogues are still 
bowling that art should be taxed because it 
18 the rich man’s luxury, and it may be pos- 
sible that their clamor will yet influence the 
committee to change its determination to 
wipe out this crushing, ruinous tax on edu- 
cation. It is to be hoped, however, that the 
commiittee will remain firm in its action. 

The tax is not needed for revenue, for the 
receipts from it are insignificant. The class 
which it is alleged to protect do not wish 
to be protected. The artists of the United 
States, who are the parties directly ipterest- 
ed, have sent a memoriai to Congress, as they 
have done many times before, unanimously 
asking it to remove the tax entirely. Miliet’s 
* Angelus” and Rembrandt’s “Gilder” are 
illustrations of the injustice of this tax right 
tothe point. The duty upon the former was 
so great thatitis still a matter of doubt 
whether it will remain in this country. Tne 
latter has been secured, but at an almost 
ruinous cost. Rembrandt’s “ Accountant,” 
which has been secured for Chicago by Mr. 
Hanford, barely escaped the fine of $9,000 
which the Collector of New York imposea 
upon it by a decision of the Treasury Depart- 
ment that it came under the statute aamit- 
ting pictures painted before 1700 and was 
part of a coliection—a ruling which unfort- 
unately could not apply to the same artist’s 
“Gilder.” Pictures like these and numer- 
ous others by old and modern masters which 
would come here but for the duty are wanted 
by American artists, especially by that large 
class who cannot afford to go to Europe, for 
purposes of study, and they serve not only to 


stimulate production but to develop it to the 


highest standards, which is alieged to be the 
| very object of protection. From the pointof 
view of the poor man the argument of the ad- 
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SF et ee the great ma- 


jority of those thousands has come from the 
poor and the working classes. No one can 
estimate the si‘ent but potent influences of 
this little art-work upon the above class, 
what new ideas it has given them, and how 
much it will tend in the future to still fur- 
ther enrich and beautify their homes and to 
develop a genuine love of art among them. 
In a word, art is educational. The tax on 
art is a tax on education. Let the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means therefore stick to its 
decision, unmoved by the clamor of dema-

THE CAR-LOAD RATE DECISION, 

The decision of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission in the car-load lot cases is one 
of the most important as Well as one of the 
most beneficial yet rendered by that board. 
Fortunately, too, the decision was unani- 
mous, and so clear in its terme that there 1s 
ncthing left for the railroads but to discon- 
tinue at once all unfair discriminations 
against small shippers and in favor of those 
forwarding car-load quantities. A great 
evil at present is the manner in which small 
dealers and establishments are being crowd- 
ed out by powerful rivals, but the faitnful 
enforcement of the doctrines just announced 
by the Inter-State Commission will take 
away from the latter the unjust advan- 
tage of railroad favoritism. Before tne 
adoption of the Inter-State act the 
big shippers had the advantage of rebates 
and special rates, and since they have had 
the benefit of classifications and charges so 
adjusted &s to. favor greatly particular ship- 
pers who would forward goods in car-icad 
lots. The railroads claimed that in handling 
car-load lots the cost of service was less, the 
risk reduced, and the cars were in service a 
shorter time than when smaller quantities of 
freight were taken. Ihe Inter-State Com- 
mission concedes that for these reasons there 
may be some difference between the rates 
per 100 pounds on freight in car-load lots 
and less quantities, but condemns the charges 
which the railroads have adopted as dispro- 
portionate and unjust and orders tnem to be 
modified. 

In reply to the claim that the railroads 
should adjust rates so as to enable jobbers in 
one locality or of one class to compete with 
others the Inter-State Commission says: 


The theory of an re ry ustment of rates to pre- 
serve a commercial profitto manufacturers and 
jobbers in all cases, if accepted as a necessary 
rule under the law and generally applied, wouid 
be far-reaching in its consequences and clothe 
common carriers with a new function, ual- 
ize at their own expense the net results usi- 
ness eperations without regard to locBtion or 
the conditiofis on handling and carriage. \ Pes 
Such a rule is not admissible. 

As classifications must be general an inju- 
rious effect in some cases and to some interests is 
unavoidable, but so long as in the main a evghe 
satisfactory the rule applies that the good o 
greater number is paramount. 


One of the prime purposes in the adoptipn 
of the Inter-State act was to deprive 
railroads of the power to tear down one 
munity and build up another and pre 
the points at which certain kinds of busi 
should be transacted and where compe 
would be permitted. Appiying this law 
Inter-State Commussion tells 
they are to give equal rights to all under 
ilar circumstances ana not to offers 
rates to favored’ shippers or localities’ by 
adopting the car-load tariff device. Compar- 
atively few shippérs can take advantage of a 
car-load lot rate. ‘Such a rate is rarely of 
any benefit to the.average merchant or deal- 
er in:the smaller towns. Such rates in- 
tended to favor particular wholesale defers 
and to make “jobbing points’’ out of tewns 
which railroad managers select for fayprit- 
ism. Denying that the railroads havéjany 
such right the commission says: j

VETOED BY GUY. HILL. 


The Saxton Ballot Reform Bill Fails to Ke- 
ceive Approval. 
Atpany, N. Y., March 31.—[Special. |— 
Gov. Hillsent in his veto message of the 
Saxton Bailot Reform bill to the Senate to- 
night. It was expected, advance copies hav- 
ing been given to the press early in the after- 
noon. The veto is of 4,000 words, was writ- 
ten by the Governor himself, and rehearses 
the same grounds taken in former vetoes, 
with the additional objection that it is ancon- 
stitutional to prohibit each ovolitical party 
from nominating more than one candidate for 
ballot clerk and preventing -_ electors 
from voting for more than one lot cierk. 
He says that the feature of an exclusively

BRITISH GOLD IN MEXICO. 


Enormous Selps to Bankers, Mines, and 
Rall ways. 

New York Times: The last report from 
the British Legation in Mexico contains sta- 
tistics from a Mexican economical journal of 
the various companies formed in London, 
with their registered capital, for undertak- 
ings in Mexico. Of these there were 11 with 
£2,555,000 registered capital in 1886, 15 with 
25,135,800. in 1887, 25 with £10,956,020 in 1888, 
and 26 with £14,343,370 up to Nov. ¥, 1889, 
thus giving a total of 77 companies, with a 
total registered capital of £32.990,190. 

This enormous sum has been invested in 
railways, iands, mines, public securities, 
banks, etc., and constitutes (says Sir Francis 
Denys, the author of the report) a tremend- 
ous mortgage on the resources of the Re- 
public, rendermmg the maintenance of public 
order a matter of almost as inuch importance 
to Great Britain as to Mexico itself. Oo the 
railway system this country bas a strong 
hold; the Mexican railway is an English cor- 
—— the control of the National line is 

n English hands, the Inter-Oceanic and 
Mexican Southern are also English com- 
panies; the Tehuartepec railway is being 
constructed with British capital, and it is 
stated that the majority of the first mortgage 
bonds of the Central railway have passed 
into English hands. A number of railway 
concessions in various parts of the country 
have been granted recently, and it is prob- 
able that the money for. their construction 
will be sought in London. 

The drainage of the valley of Mexico las 
been undertaken by British capitalists on se- 
curity offered by the City ot Mexico. Ine capi- 
tal of the various min nv companies registered 
in London during the first nine months of 
last year amounted to over a million sterling, 
and an Engiish bank is about to be estab- 
lished in Mexico. It appears that American 
capitalin Mexico, except that invested in 
mines, is being dually withdrawn and re- 
placed by British capital. Sir Francis Denys 
suggests that this is because the American in- 
sists on doing business hisown way, and will 
not adapt himseif to the siow and dilatory 
methods of the Mexicun, partly also to the 
scope for capital in America itself, and part- 
ly to Memco being close at hand and, there- 
fore, not so attractive, 

On the other hand, in Great Britain, Mex- 
ico, being one of the chief siiver-producing 
countries, is regarded as a kind of E! Dorado, 
while the distance is too great for people to go 
and judge for themseives of the soundness of 
tneir investments. ‘*The unscrupulous pro- 
moter, therefore, hasan admirable field for 
his operations in Mexico.” And it appears 

robable that the London market wyll be 

ooded still more with all manner of Mexican 
schemes for extracting money from the 
British public; showers of concessions have 
been granted by the Government during the 
last two years for every sort of financial and 
industrial enterprise. 

This leads Sir Francis Denys to recommend 
that every caution should be exercised before 
concessions are taken up second-hand, or in- 
vestments made in land companies in remote 
districts where there is no population, or per- 
haps no water; where the transport for prod- 
uce is long and difficult, or where 
there are no local markets. Mines 
struggie under similiar drawbacks, rail- 
Ways compete with existing lines, and 
sO on in the case of many other enter- 
prises. The securities offered for local, State, 
or municipal louns should also be closely scru- 
tinized in view of the existing mode of taxa- 
tion. At the same time Mexico is undoubt- 
edly advancing rapidly in material prosper- 
ity; the administration has a strong hoic on 
public confidence, and, “if proper caution 
and discrimination are exercised, there need 
be no fear on the part of the public abroad in 
embarking under the present Government in 
those mining, agricultural, or financial en- 
terprises which offer reasonabie prospects of 
success.”’

When the flag falls for the start of the first 
race at New Orleans today the regular racing 
season Will have been inaugurated in the West. 
The spring meeting there begins today, and from 
now on there will be racing every week day in 
the West until the snow falls.

ress was held a few weeks sincd to electa 

resident that the rule would be al- 
tered or revised so as to make it less 
strict in its workings. The congress refused to 
touch the rule and it will be given a thorough 
test. It was indeeda bold move and should 
meet with the hearty support of every breeder 
and horse owner in the West, as ite enforcement 
must work incalculable benefit to breeding in 
the United states. The preponderance of short 
dashes was injuri the value of pure bred 
horses. The owners had commenced to see that 
more money was to be made from animals able 
to take up a light umpost and carrya flight of 
speed a short distance than from the well-fur- 
nished, sturdy thoroughbred of the past. The 
demanded the former class and of course breed- 
ers complied with the demand. The animal with 
a dash of cold blood was even better suited to 
short dashes than the thoroughbred, and what 
the result would have been had not the congress 
taken the matter in hand it is hard to 
surmise. The turf in a few short vears would 
have been flooded witb light framed, illy fur- 
nished brutes, yoy gay & foundation of the pure 
with a cross of cold biood.

Facts and Suggestions That Should Be of 
Vaiue to All People Who Live in Cities. 
Capt. F. V. Green, a practical engineer, 

recently read @ paper on the subject of “ The 
Construcwon and Care of Streets” before the 
Commonwealth Club of New York City tnat 
has attracted wide attention, and which con- 
tains many points of interest to citazens of 
more than one American city. Among other 
statements made by Capt. Green were the 
following: 


The streets within the city are built for the 
same purpose as railroads between cities—name- 
ly: tO provide for the transportation of freight 
and passengers, and it 1s a singular fact that 
while America leads the world in the manage- 
ment of its railways, ite city streets are inferior 
to those of other countries. For the jast fifty 
years the best engineering and executive talent 
which can be procured has been at the service 
of the railways, perfecting their construction, 
improving their se and reducing the cost 
of trarsportation; whereas, until quite recently 
the amount of thought devoted to streets has 
been comparatively small, and any odd assort- 
ment of stones more or less regular in shape and 
laid without any foundation has been deemed 
good enough for pavement. Pavements once 
laid are left to batter vehicles, and the vehicies 
in return to pound the pavements, until they 
finally become unendurable and are entirely re- 
neweda. 

Probably nothing impresses the traveler more 
on his retura from the cities of Europe than the 
condition of the streets on landing. While he 
usually congratulates himself on most things 
American, yet in regard to streets he is apt to 
wonder whether our civilization is not a fanlure. 

As a result of this neglect of street pavements, 
combined with an entire absence of statistics 
showing the cost of transporters of merchandise 
in cities, the cost has not been decreased, while 
the cost of railroad transportation between Chi- 
cago and New York, for instance, has within the 
last twenty-five years been decreused uatil a 
—~ of $600,000,000 was effected in the year 


It requires three times more force to haul any 
load onan ordinary stone pavement than ona 
smooth surface pavement. , Besides effecting a 
financial saving, smooth pavements add to the 
comfort and heaith of passengers. 

Pavements for cities of heavy traffic should, it 
is universally admitted, be laid ona solid foun- 
dation. This foundation should be of masonry, 
and the most economical form of itis concrete 
made of bydraulic cement, sand, and broken 
stones. The thickness recommended is from 
six tonine inches, but there appears to be no 
necessity for a greater thickness than six inches. 
This foundation is the pavement proper. It will 
last for centuries, if protected, and on it is to be 

laced @ wearing surface to be renewed 
rom time to time as worn out. . The 
nature of this wearing surface depends 
on the character of the street, and 
is limited by long experiences to three sub- 
stances—granite block, asphalt, and wood, 
granite is the most durable, the most noisy, the 
hardest te haul over, the most difficult to clean, 
and in ordinary Weather, contrary to general be- 
lief, the most slippery. Its wrens | is ite chief, 
if notits only, recommendation. Wood is tne 
least durable, the least noisy, the easiest for the 
horse, and the most unhealihby. Asphalt is more 
durable than wood and less durable than granite, 
less noisy than granite and more noisy than 
wood, the best to haul over, the easiest to clean. 
less slippery than granite, ahd the most easily 
repaired, its plastic nature admitting of a per- 
fect patch, which after a few days’ travel cannot 
be; detected, while it is almost imposible to re- 

lace blocks of stone or wood and retain a per- 
ect surface P 

After the construction and maintenance of 
streets the next point to be considered is the 
cleaning of them. Two systems of cleaning are 
in general use—machine cleaning. and band 
cleaning. In Washington the streets are swept 
by contract muchnimg through a term of three or 
five years,and the basis of paymeut is a fixed 
price per 1,000 yards cleaned once. This price 
includes the sprinkling of the streets, the sweep- 
ing by machine, and the removal of the sweep- 
ings to the dump. The streets are cleaned for 
the very low price of 35 cents per 1,000 yards. 

The hand-cleaning system is extensively em- 
ployed in London and on a portion of Broadway, 
where it is paid for from subscriptions by the 
owners of property. In Paris some of the streets 
are thoroughly washed every morning. 


A REAL RUSSIAN HORROR. 


A Peasant Comes to Life in the Grave and 
Ig Then Murdered. 

St. Petersburg Lotter in tne London Tele- 
gragh: A very lurid light has just been thrown 
unon the life and superstitions of the Russian 
peasantry by the perpetration of a grewscme 
crime in the name of what they take to be 
Christianity. A rich, popular farmer died 
rather suddenly in tne village of Sooroffsky. 
He had been seen in the enjoyment of 
excelient health Thursday, and was 
found dead in his bed Friday 
morning. He was prayed for and duly 
“waked,” after which he was carried 
to the grave, almost all the inhabitants of the 
village, inclusive of the priest, followed him 
to the churchyard. Just as the body was 
being lowered the lid, which had been fast- 
ened rather loosely with wooden nails, began 
to rise up slowly and detatch itself from 
the coffin, to the indiscribable horror of the 
friends and mourners of the deceased. Then 
the dead man was seen in his white shroud, 
stretching his arms upward and sitting up. 
At this sight the gravediggers let go the 
cords and along with the bystanders fied in 
terror from the spot. The supposed corpse 
then arose, scrambied out of the grave, and, 
shivering from the cold (the mercury was 
two degrees below zero, Fabr.), made for the 
viliage as fast as his feebieness allowed him.

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EAST-BOUND RAIL SHIPMENTS HEAVY 
FOR THIS SEASON OF THE YEAR. 


Lake Competition Not Likely to Seriously 
Affect the Business of the Roads Next 
Summer—The Low Corn Tariff Leaves 
Waterway Lines No Margin for Cutting 
~ Alleged Manipulation of Grain Charges 
—Nebraska Board of Transportation Fa- 
vors a Reduction. | 

Although navigation will open in less than 

& month and a number of lake transporta- 

tion lines are already in the fieid souciting 

freight, yet there is no perceptible decrease 
in the all-rail shipments to the East. Local 
shipments fell off somewhat last week, but 


threugh shipments are as high as they were. 


in Fevruary and early in March. The raii- 
roads hope to be abie to get more than their 
share of the grain shipments durjng the 
Spring and summer, believing that the 20-cent 
corn rate will prevent the lake lines from 
competing as in former years. 

The corn rate last year was 25 cents, which 
left quite a margin for the laxe lines to cut 
under. If they go much under the 20-cent 
rate it will leave the vessel companies, which 
have to divide with the trunk hnes from 
Buffalo east, only a small margin of profit. 

Besides this, it is not believed that the 
railroads will stick to tariff rates after the 
opening of navigation. In fact, it is alleged 
that some of the roads are now quietly cut- 
ting rates on grain, and the undue propor- 
tion of this freight carried last week by two 
or three of the roads, especially the Balti- 
more and Ohio, would seem to indicate that 
there is some foundation for the report. The 
Vanderbilt lines are still leading, but their 
tonnage 1s not quite so large as formerly. 

The total shipments last week of all kinds 
of freight except live stock from Chicago to 
through and iocal Eastern points by the vari- 
ous roads amounted to 91,485 tons, against 
96,089 tons the week before, a decrease of 
4,604 tons. The corresponding week last 
year the shipments were 56,974 tons. 

The tonnage, through and local, carried by 
each of the roads last week was as follows: 
Michigan Central, 12,382; Wabash, 3,697; 
Lake Shore, 15,136; Fort Wayne, 9,393; Pan- 
Handle, 9,833; Baltimore and Onio, 12,433; 
Ohicago and Grand Trunk, 10,882; Nickel- 
Plate, 10,118; Chicago & Atlantic, 7,711. 

Shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
last week from Chicago to seaboard points 
and for export by the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation roads were 59,629 tons, against 60,001 
tons for tne week before,a decrease of 372 
tons. The corresponding week last year the 
through shipments were 31,260 tons. 

Fiour shipments last week were 5,008 tons, 
against 3,339 tons last year; gain, 45,243, 
against 23,070 tons; provisions, 9,378, against 
4,851 tons.

Resolutions Adopted by the Lincoln (Neb. ) 
Boards of Trade and Transportation. 

The Board of Transportation of Lincoin, 
Neb., and the President, Secretary, and Di- 
rectors of the Board of Trade of that city 
have adopted the following resolutions: 

WHEREAS, The City of Lincoln, through her

cents per 100 pounds, or six mills per ton per 
mile, as against one cent per mile from points in 
Western lowa: and, 

WHEREAS, tis evident that the railroads are 
giving reasonable rates on grain in Nebraska to 
our Eastern market; therefore 

Hesoived, That tne Board of Transportation of 
the State of Nebraska in its endeavor to aid the 
producer and the commercial and shipping inter- 
ests of the State shall seek to reduce the Inter- 
State rate rather than the local rate; and 

Resolved, That no action be taken lowering the 
local rates that will have a tendency to stop rail- 
road extension within the State.

A TALE OF AMERICAN NERVE. 
How Bogus Lieutenant ler Hood- 
winked German Soldiers ig Munich. 

A tale of American nerve was told at the 
Paimer yesterday by Mr. Jarome B, Thomas 
Jr., son of the newly-appoi Governor of 
the National Military Ho Mr. Thomas 
was in Chicago on his way home from a res- 
idence of several years in Europe. 

“* While I was stillin college in this coun- 
try,’”’ he said, “ we had with us a man named 
Bressler who was even then the oddest indi- 
vidual among the 2,000 stude@nts. He was in 
the habit of remaining for half a day in the 
bath-tub of an ordinary barber-shop, from 
which position he used:to send out messen- 
ger boys to bring him in uts and confec- 
tionery. He remained at college for about 
eight years but never took a degree, and was 
known among the boys as the perennial 
sub-fresnman from the faet that he took 
Se in getting into. college at ali. 

e regarded him as bordering upon the harm- 
ger, rage 

* Well, while studying afterwards in 
Munich | used frequently to) hear of a young 
American officer named Bressier, who was 
tne pet of the German soldiers and was put- 
ting a coat of American req@ paint on that 
quiet city. This seemed to p the officers, 
by whom he was accorded more honors than 
Gen. Sheridan received when with tie Ger- 
man army in 1870. Imagine! my surprise one 
day on passing the main barracks to see my 
old college acquaintance, Bressler, jump 
from a gay carriage. He was dressed in the 
full uniform of an American militia officer, 
and passed through the gates while the 
drums beat, the sentinels saluted, and the 
guards were calied out. | 

‘*] mentioned to some of my German friends 
that Bressier was not of the. United States 
army, and that he was probably imposing upon 
tne credulity of the officers.‘ Soon after that 
other rumors crept about, poor Bressier’s 
enormous debts became notorious, and it was 
hinted that the uniform he wore—that of a 
Second Lieutenant in the Michigan National 
Guard—was not exactly such as to inspire 
awe in the mind of the average American, 
Finally he was arrested at his hotel, the 
Englisherhof. He had written to several of 
ine most beautiful actresses of Beriin and 
Vienna, offering them flattering positions at 
Munich, and signing himself ‘Von: Bressier, 
Adjutant to his Majesty, Luitpold, Prince 
Regent.’ His object seemed to have been to 
gatoer a court of beauty around himtor the 
amusement of bis friends, the officers and 
the nobility of the Belgian Capital. I have 
lost track of him since his release,” 


MANY MERITS CLAIMED FOR THE DEVICE 


A Boller with the Draft Above the Fire 
Box Instead of Beiow 

A boiler reversing the usual order of 
things by having the draft from above the 
fire instead of below, is that of the Complete 
Combustion company. The grates are tubes 
filled with water in free circulation with the 
water in the rest of the boiler. Back of 
what would be the arch are the tubes as in 
ordinary boilers. 

The chief merits claimed for the invention 
are in the water grate and the downward 
draft. By the former the;-heat is first ap- 
plied to the water whefi most intense, and the 
result is said to be agreatincrease in the 
steam-producing power of tne coal consumed. 
These grates, it is claimed, cannot burn out 
if kept full of Water, whi do not 
gather to any extent. ‘algo set forth 
that the water grate acts as a fusible plug. 
If the water gets too low the tubes burn, tne 
leakage putting out the fire. 

As for the downward draft it 1s claimed 
that more complete combustion is obtained 
than in any other manner. With complete 
combustion comes the lessening or practical 
doing away with smoke. The smoke, it is 
said, is not burned, but is prevented, as 
there is no opportunity for the escape of gases 
crcarbon. By applying the heatsodirectly to 
the water in the grates the steam is remark- 
ably dry, giving a jargely increased power. 

The boiler isset in asbestos or magnesia, 
thus avoiding the heating of a large brick 
surface required by the usual setting in 
brick arches. By the downward draft the 
temperature in the boiler room is kept low, it 
is said, a condition which firemen will ap- 
preciate. 

In the way of steam production the hew 
boiler has shown, it, is stated, an evaportion of 
11.53 to 13.08 pounds of water to one pound of 
combustible. This is .540f one pound petter 
than obtained by the tests at the Centennial 
Exhibition. Itis said any kind of fuel can 
be used.

_ ESTIMATED AT CLEVELAND. . 
Grain Kates Ry Lake Dependent on the 
The Question of a “Boom” Year for 
Vessels or of Comparative Stagnation 
Resting on Ore Shipments of 8,000,000 
or 9,000,000 Tons—The World’s Fair a 
Most Hopefal Factor. | 
CLEVELAND, U., March 80.—[Special. |—Wil 
8,000,800 tons of ore or 9,000,000 fons be sent 
forward to blast 
the Lake Superior region the coming season 
of navigation? The answer to this query 
would forecast most accurately the condi- 
tions of trade for 1890, determine the freights 
the farmers of the West and Northwest 
must pay on thejr grain from Chicago and 


| Lake Superior to Lake Erie, and fix the rates 


on lumber. It would tell vesselmen whether 
they are to have the most prosperous season 
for many years or-are to drag along, and 
shivbuilding is entirely dependent upon it. 

It is like a row of pins. Good general busi- 
ness means a brisk iron trade. A brisk iron 
trade demands an increased output of ore. 
With more ore to carry grain freights are 
pushed up, lumbermen must pay more if they 
are to get boats, ana so on to the end of the 
chapter. Knock the first pin of good general 
business down and all the other pins fol- 
low it. 

Last December there was fever in the 
blood, and such a business was done in seil- 
ing ore and chartéring vessels as had never 
been dreamed of. Before tne fever had sub: 
sided over 6,500,000 tons of ore had been scid. 

END OF THE BOOM. 

Then came stagnation. ‘‘In December,” 
gaid an ore broker, “ we could not have kept 
the furnace men out of our. office with a 

uad of policemen. Today it would require 
a heavy police detail to bring a furnace man 
within speaking distance.” . | 

Of the estimated output of the mines for 
1890, about 50 per cent of the non-Bessemer 
ores was solid and between 90 and 95 per cent 
of the Bessemer. Things were on the boom. 
Bessemer iron’ went up to $24.50 a ton with- 
out much more cause than one of B. P. 
Hutchinson’s adyances in wheat. Evyery- 
body wanted Bessemer iron. Some one then 
got frightened and let go. Bessemer iron 
drop to $20, an# nobody wanted much of 
it. One hears in the trade that sales have 
been made at Pittsburg at $19, but these re- 
ports are denied. . 

Last fall when the boom was on the ore 
minés of the Lake Superior region were 
pushed tq their utmost capacity, ana the 
output for the season of 7,300,000 astonished 
even those inthe trade. Furnace-men 
bought ahe ad there is today on the 
docks along ke Erie over 800,000 tons of 
ore which they have been unabie to use. 
They are in no hurry about it ether since 
the boom colia , and many milis have 
taken advantage of the slackness to make re- 
pairs.

Then the collapse came, and 
when. in February, 1880, they could get 
but $25 for their iron, they forced the ore 
men to drop their prices, This will not be re- 
peated this year, the ore men say, andif the 
furnace men cannot pay the contract 
for their oreana they can shut up 
shop.

The furnace men ure tied 
down to prices which cannot be changed this 
season whateveriron may sell at, and just 
now no ove can teli for a certainty whether 
tne boom has really gone for good or is sim- 
ply taxing a rest.

A WIDE DIVERGENCE. 

As for the season of 1890 vessel men and 
the ore people are just 1,000,000 tons apart in 
their estimates of the output of ore. The ore 
people say the furnaces cannot use 
9,000,000 tons—the vessel men’s esti- 
mate—that it is a physical impossi- 
bility. Last fail, when things were booming, 
stacks that had n n used for years were 
opened again, and the great iron-producing 
valleys that stretch from ae to the South 
and Southeast were light y furnace fires 
as they seidom had been before, Their full- 
est capacitv was utilizea. The ore men say 
there has been no such increase in furnaces 
as to justify the estimates. that 2,000,000 tons 
more will ve used this season than last. 
Then, it is said, thatin 1889 over 250,000 tons 
of Lake Superior ore was sent east of the 
Alleghanies. This year less than 25,000 tons 
has been sola to that trade. It is certain 
that the mines can produce the ee tons 
if that amount can be sold. H. P. Lille- 
bridge, representing the Schlesinger-Berlin 
syndicate, that last fall gobbied up so many 
non-Bessemer mines, says their capacity has 
been increased 15 per cent during the winter. 
At Two Harbors the Minnesota Iron com- 
pany bas prepared to increase its output by a 
half million tons, and one hears of new 
mines being opened at several points. Last
